CRITICS AND COCKTAILS 


As I am to write about the play houses of Baltimore 
and Washington this week, I may just as well start in 
by telling you that John T. Ford. of Ford’s Opera 
House, Baltimore, isthe most commanding figure in 
the thea ricals of these two cities, so widely renowned 
for broiled oysters, stewed terrapin and deviled poli- 
ticians. John T. Ford, whois now in the sixties, has 
been in histrionics for over forty years. Since the 
death of Ben De Bar he is said to be the oldest active 
manayer in the country. Ford, a big, portly man. who 
weighs pretty well outo two hundred, is a native of 





Baltimore. As a boy he worked in a grocery store 
which was at a stone’s throw from where his Opera 
House now stands. The book business and the tobacco 
business next engaged his attention. It was as the 
manager of the “Nightingale Serenaders” that he be- 
gan his managerial career. This was at the Holliday 
Street Theatre, Baltimore. Ford soon became a power. 
Under his direction appeared snch actors as John 
Sleeper Clark, John T. Raymond, Stuart Robson, 
Harry Webber, Oliver Doud Byron, C B. Bishop, Mag- 
gie Mitchell, Minnie Palmer, Charlotte Cushman and 
Mary Anderson. Ford established his first theatre in 
Washington in 1856, and a year later he put one up in 
Richmond. 

In the stock of this Richmond Theatre he had Jos. 
Jefferson as stage manager, Edwin Adams as leading 
man, and John Wilkes Booth as the juvenile. It was 
at Ford’s Theatre. Washington, as you know, that 
President Lincoln was assassinated. I re-read, with 
interest, the contemporary account of that murder in 
«copy of the New York Herald for April 15, 1865, which 
I picked up the other day:

John T, Ford has built three theatres in Washington, 
and has spent over half a million in advertising. He is 
now living a rather retired life, but he cherishes politi- 
cal ambitions. He is an authority on theatricals, and 
his collection of play bills and scraps is very valuable, 
His son, Charles E. Ford, a sturdy and courteous gen- 
tleman, manages his father’s affairs. Such attractions 
as the Kendals, Primrose and West, Sothern, Neil Bur- 
ess, Fred Warde. appear at Ford’s Opera House, Bal- 
timore, which thus maintains its high name and pur- 
sues its notable career. 

If you look at John W. Albaugh,manacger of Albaugh’s 
Opera House, Washington, and the Holliday Street The- 
atre and Lyceum Theatre, Baltimore, you'll see in the 
twinkle of an eye that there is something artistic about 
him. Heis ada: k-complexioned man whose hair has a 
cut to it that indicates he was at one time an actor. 
Albaugh used to be in stock with Ford. He later man- 
aged a theatre in Albany. His houses in Washington 
and Baltimore are successes. Sol Smith Russell played 
at the Holliday last week. Eugene Tompkins’ ‘‘Man- 
kind” held the boards at the Opera House. Harry C. 
Fisk, able, affable. and bright-eyed, manages things for 
Albaugh at the Capital. Albangh is a representative of 
the new Washington. How different is this city tram 
tre Washington described by Dickens over forty years 
ago! z 

** Here is Washington, fresh in my mind and under 
myeye. Takethe worst part of the straguling outskirts 
of Paris, where the houses are the smallest, preserving 
all the oddities, especially the small shops and dwell- 
ings—burn the whole down—build it up again in wood 
and plaster, widen it alittle, throw ina part of St. John’s 
Wood, put green blinds outside all the private hou- es, 
with a red curtain and a white one in every window, 
plongh up the roads, erect three handsome buildings 
in stome and marble anywhere, but more entirely out of 
every body’s way the better, call one the Post Office, one 
the Patent Office, and one the Treasury. Make it scorch- 
ing hot inthe morning and freezing cold in the evening, 
with an occasional tornado of wind and dust, leave a 
brickfield in all central places, where a street may be 
naturally expected, and that’s Washington.” 

Dan Kelly, sho tish, wiry, clean shaven, manages the 
Front Street Theatre, the oldest play house in Balti- 
more.

Dr. Kane of Baltimore tells a story about 
Edwin Forrest and Abraham Lincoln, illustrative of 
the relations of the stage and politics. 

“One night during the war, Forrest was in Washing- 
ton. The play was ‘Richelien.’ President Lincoln. 
accompanied by Forney, Seward, and several promin- 
ent members of the Administration, was seated in a 
private box at the left of the stage. In political 
opini ns Forrest was directly opposed to them. When 
the grand apostrophe to the pen occurred Mr. Forrest 
rose, solemnly and deliberately facing the President's 
box. With the pen held majestically aloft, his eyes 
flashing fire, the tones of that wenderful voice vibrat- 
ing through the thea‘re, and speaking with unusual 
deliberation and emphasis, he gave such a rendering 
of Bulwer’s lines as must have astonished the Presi- 
dent: 

* ‘Beneath the rule of men entirely great 
The pen is mightier than the sword. 
Take away the sword! 
States can be srved without it.’ 


**He looked the whole party squarely in the face, as 
much as to say, ‘And that’s my personal opinion, too.’ 
The shot hit ita mark. There ensned some whispered 
remarks between Forney and Lincoln, and a depreca- 
tory shake of the head on the part of the latter, ac- 
companied by dubious elevation of the eyebrows, as 
much as to say, ‘Well, I never heard that passage read 
that way before.’”’

Theatre, Washingtou, was born in the Capital City, anc

The National Theatre is a fine piece of property. It 
is the successor of several theatres wich at one time 
or another bore a similar name. lts history really 
reaches back into the thirties.

Robertson and Sarah Bernhardt. 

On Saturday, April 11, 1863, the announcement was 
made that the distinguished yonng actor John Wilkes 
Booth,wonld make his first appearanc :, in Washing- 
ton as “King Richard III.” 

Avery large and fashionable audience greeted him,

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the great Lincoln sat there heartily applauding the 
young actor, how little he imagined that he beheld his 
fate. and the delicate hand that handed the signet ring 
in play to the Governor of tl:e Tower, was destined 
to hold the fatal weapon that was to end his own life 
at atime when he had climbed the very pinnacle of 
human greatness. 

The high officials «f the national government have 
always been more or less well disposed to players. 
Hayes was an exception. Artur entertained Irving 
in princely style. Cleveland was on more than one oc- 
casion most hospitable to Florence and Coquelin. 
Grant took a great fancy to John T. Raymond. 

Pat Harris, blondish and dashing, runs the Bijou in 
Washington and Har- 
ris’ Academy in Balti- 
more. 

Mr. Dean manages his 
-fine house in Bal ti- 
more. 

'R. L. Britton. an ener- 
getic young man, is his 
business manager in 
Washinvton. 

Helen Barry did bad 
business in Harris’ 
Wi.shington house, but 
Jos. Haworth did well 
in Baltimore. 

Harris will exhibit to 
his patrovs, among 
other attractions, John 
A. S:evens, Chas, Erin 
Verner, Clara Morris, Chas. F. Ellis, Lillian Lewis, this 
season. 

I found Baltimore and Washington audiences of rare 
good humor, quick to take a joke and simple in their 
tastes. 

‘Two of the most able and most popular purveyors of 
public amusement in these twin cities, one hour apart, 
are the Kernan Brothers. They've been in the business 
twenty-five years. They run the Monumental Theatre, 
in Baltimore, and the New Washington Theatre, in 
Washington. Eugene Kernan spends most of his time 
in Washington. James L. Kernan presides over the 
place in Baltimore. 

These houses are homes of burlesque and variety. 

Ida Siddons and Tony Pastor regaled the audiences 
last week. 

The lobbies of these theatres are fine. 
three galleries and three matinee days. 

I have but space to allude to Forepaugh’s in Balti- 
more and the Globe in Washington. 

I want to give you a list of the critics. 

George Abell is the independent five-foot-six repre- 
sentative of the Sun, of Baltimore. 

Felix Agnus, of the American does his roasting in a 
mild sort of a way. 

Hermonge, of the News, is a tall strapping fellow.

In 
1873 Linn found himself supplanted in his supposed 
wite’s affections by Policeman Minnick, and one even- 
in he shot Minnick dead, and for this crime was sent 
to the penitentiary. Shortly after Mrs. Linn died, 
leaving a large property to her children. In January, 
183, Linn, then nearly 70 years of age, was pardoned, 
but just before leaving the prison he was told of the 
divorce proceedings by a guard of the prison, whose 
father, Judge Davis, had granted the decree. While 
Lion was still in prison the estate was settled, and all 
the proceeds passed into the hands of the children, 
Who are now made defendants.

He isayoung Portugese barber, and the story he told 
depicts him as the dupe of a faithiess woman. Buton 
the other side the dead wife’s step-mother relates a 
tale which reveals Mendoza as cruel, licentious. jealous 
and the prime cause of the woman falling from virtue. 
Those who knew the circumstances incline to the wife’s 
side, and the facts of the murder bear heavily against 
Mendoza. The woman was the daughter of Fred Grad- 
well, a well-known newspaper man in early days, but, 
both her parents dying, she was adopted by her step- 
mother. When 18 she married Mendoza. 

She was fond of dress, but made him a good wife, 
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| away with a lover on this occasion. 
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until one day she came to her stepmother in great grief, 
as she had discovered that her husband kept a mistress 
in his own home. On his side he was insanely 
jealous. When she reproached him for his 
infidelity he beat her brutally, andthe result was she

Soon after this he 
induced her to return, but three timesshe left him 
because, as she told her step-mother, she could not en- 
dure his cruelty. When she left him for good last 
Spring she became a waitress in a dive and fell into bad 
ways. Mendoza was constantly entreating her to come 
back. The day before the shooting he met her and 
went to herroom. Next morning she told her step- 
mother that she had decided to give him one more 
trial. Sheseemed bright and happy. An hour later 
she was found lying on her bed with a bullet in her 
head, while Mendoza sat on the.edge of the bed with a 
pistol in hia hand. When a policeman rushed in he 
made a feint to clasp the weapon to his head, but was 
disarmed. He awore he wanted to kill Antone Larssen, 
a theatrical man, who had led his wife astray. 

The woman presented a ghastly sight, lying half- 
dressed on the bed, the blood streaming from a fright- 
ful wound in the temple over the pillow. She died 
three hours later. Mendoza declared his only regret 
was he could not kill Laresen and himeelf. He talked 
freely with reporters, telling a pathetic story. One 
sinister circumstance, however; is that vhen he made 
up with his wife he induced her to giva him her gold 
watch, and he took money from her purse after he had 
shot her. Those who know him say he was too seifish

George P. Maris Travels Too Swiftly 
and is Braked Down. 





A TERRIBLE WARNING.

|SuBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION.] 

George Peterkin Maris, a nephew of Bishop Peter- 
kin of West Virginia, and a young mau well known in 
Baltimore, where for ten years he acted as the private 
secretary to the president of the Merchants’ and 
Miners’ Transportation Company, was found dead one 
morning recently in the Puritan Hotel, at 18 Bowery, 
New York city. A towel saturated with chloroform 
covered the dead man’s face. Maris had taken his own 
life.: 

Marie had arrived in New York about two weeks ago 
from Europe, whither he had been sent for the sum-

mer because of his bad habitsin Baltimore. He en- 
gazed board at No. 102 West Thirtieth street, and 
seemed to be in good spirits. One day at breakfast the 
boarders noticed that he was unusually quiet. When 
he finished his meal he left the house and did not re- 
turn. Nothing was known of his whereabouts until 
the police were notified of his death. 

The proprietor of the Puritan Hotel says that Maris 
came to his place Saturday night a week ago. He was 
slightly intoxicated, but appeared to know what he 
was doing. He asked for a room and said he 
would like to change his clothing. He was put 
into room No. 14, and next morning he came down 
stairs and said he was suffering great pain. He asked 
to have some one go out and buy asmall vial of chloro- 
form for him. His request was refused. Maris left 
the place, but returned in a short time and went up 
stairs. 

Instead of going into his own room he entered a 
room on the opposite side of the hall. In going through 
the hall one of the employes noticed a light in the 
room, and knowing that it ought to be unoccupied 
notified the proprietor, who found Maris on the bed 
asleep and sent him to his own room. At twelve 
o’clock, when he again looked in on his strange enest, 
he found the lightinthe room burning brightly. but 
its occupant lying cold and stiffin death. His face 
was badly distorted. 

In the dead man’s pockets were two letters written in 
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AS A LADIES’ MAN. 


&@ small, delicate hand, a photograph of a young 
woman, a picture of a Yorkshire terrier, a bunch of 
keys, a cigarette case, a pawn ticket for a gold watch 
and thirty-six cents. The letters were both written by 
sisters of Maris, and they showed that whatever may 
have been his faults he still retained their affection. 
The letters were addressed from the “Kensington” 


and the “Berkeley,” two fashionable apartment 
houses of Baltimore. One bearing the signature of 
Nana says: 


‘Tam glad you have found a place in the world. 
Keep up courage and all will be well.” 

This letter was evidently written in answer to one 
written by Maris informing his sisters that he intend- 
ed to look for employment ii New York. 

Another letter signed by his sister Bella was a model 
of sisterly devotion. In it she says: 

“Courage isall you need. You know the future can 
redeem the past. When temptation assails yqu pray 
God to stay y our hand. All will be wellif you will but 
try hard.”’ : 

She also speaks of some money she sent her brother, 
and begs of him not to worry about repaying it. She 
refers to the pet of the house, Tip, a Yorkshire terrier, 
evidently the original of the picture found in Maris’ 
pocket. Shehadcutalock of the dog’s silken hair 
and had pinned it to the letter. She closed. by saying 
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Tip joined the rest of the family in sending his best 
love. 

Bishop Peterkin was notified of his nephew's death. 
The Bishop is in New York attending the Episcopal 
Conference, and was much shocked when he heard the 
news. The sisters were also notified, and steps were 
taken to have the body sent to Baltimore. 

Mr. Maris did pot live with his father in Baltimore. 
Dr. Maris, shortly after the death of his first wife, 
married a negro woman. Laltimore society was 
shocked, and young Maris and his two sisters withdrew 
from the doctor's house and refused to have any com- 
munication whatever with him, 

The news of the suicide of George Peterkin Maris 
caused a sensation in Baltimore. There is not a young

man there who was better known in social and busi- 
ness circles or who had a brighter future than had 
Maris until he plunged into dissipation and wrecked 
his prospects. 

He was the only son of Dr. Edward A. Maris, a lead- 
ing physician, and until the death of his mother lived 
quietly athome. His father soon yearned for another 
partner, and though his wishes were opposed by 
George and his two sisters the old gentleman again 
married. His action caused a breach in the family, 
and George with his sisters concluded to leave the pa- 
rental roof. Asum of money had been left to each of 
the children by the mother, but the income was not 
sufficient to support them. 

George was resolved to earn a living for himself and 
sisters. He obtained a position ina leading jewelry 
house, and remained forsome years working faithfully 
for his employers. <All the society people dealt at this 
house, and as young Maris was always pleasant he soon 
became ayreat favorite. Some years ago he obtained 
&@ position with the Merchants’ and Miners’ Transpor- 
tation Company, and by steady application and fine 
tact he gradually advanced until he became the confi- 
dential secretary of the company. Meanwhile he had 
improved his acquaintance in social circles. There 
was no entertainment, however select, at which Maris 
did not assist. His advice was always in demand, and 
often the success of a tea or party was due to his ar- 
rangements. Everything he did or said was right. 
Had any other man used the same privileges accorded

to him as did Maris he would have been shown to the 
door. He, however, was huimored and petted, and fre- 
quently he was the only male at a tea. 

About two years ago he created a marked sensation 
by issuing invitations to an afternoon tea given by him 
at his flat. He invited Dr. Yow, of the Chinese Lega- 
tion at Washington, to assist him, and the affair, 
which was exceedingly novel. was a great success. 
Maris and the Mongolian were the only males at the 
tea, which was attended by fully two hundred ladies, 
representing the best society in Baltimore. 

Whether it was his affiliation with the weaker sex or 
his remarkable success as a lady’s man, he soon be- 
came estranged from his male acquaintances and 
eventually resigned from the Baltimore Club—one of 
the swell social organizations. He soon regretted this 
step, however, and sought reinstatement, but when 


his name was presented for action one of the members | 


made charves reflecting on his character, and in conse- 
quence of these he was blackballed. 

This was the turning point inthe young man’s life. 
He began tonegiect his business and took to drink. 
Sporting men about town became his associates, and 
nights were spent in drinking and carousing. The 
money he had saved gradually dwindled until very 
little was left. His employers noticed with regret the

After a week’s search he was discovered with a 
broken down sport ina room filled with empty bot- 
tles. He wasso drunk that he could not stand. He 
was hustled off without ceremony, and as no regular 
vessel was about to sail he was placed on board a 
tramp steamer loaded with grain and shipped to Eng- 
land. 

The captain of the vessel, upon arriving on the other 
side, gave a not very favorable account of Maris’ be- 
havior during the passage, and said that he had gone 
off with the second engineer to Cork. Tiere he con- 
tinued his capers, and duripy a spree was thrown from 
a tramway and considerably bruised. Nothing daunt- 
ed by the mishap, he continued his debauch, and was 
finally arrested and imprisoned. After obtaining his 
release he went to Antwerp, whence he telegraphed 
for the remainder of his money—about $150. ‘This was 
cabled to him. 

Anxious to learn of his doings, the head of the com- 
pany cabled for information of Maris’ whereabouts, 
and learned that he was confined in an insane asylum. 
Before steps could be taken to effect his release he had 
escaped.

Major Charles E. McGregor was shot down by an 
assassin on December 23. 1887, while entering the walk 
which led to his house in the outer pa‘t of Atlanta, Ga.

He lingered for a long 
time between life and death. 

A few days ago, while going down the principal busi- 
ness street of Warrenton, Major McGregor met J. M. 
Cody, and at once began firing upor him sending two 
balls through his brain and one throngh his heart. 

These two tragedies furnish the sequel to a supposed 
sensation which has been spoken of in whispers in 
Warrenton for a number of years. Major: McGregor 
wae a gallant Confederate cflicer, and editor of a local 
paper during the reconstruction era. 

Since that time they have honored him by sending 
him to the Legislature. and he has taken the lead in 
all public matters in that part of Georgia. 

Cody belongs to a large and wealthy family, who 
have lived in Warren county ever since the colonial 
era. ‘I'wenty years ayo he became the fast friend of

Major McGregor, and as McGregor, who was an 
orphan, had no family relationship in the place, Cody 
introduced him to his friends. 

Their friendship continued uninterrupted until four 
or five years ago, when a young widow, a cousin of 
Cody, being in need of advice in regard to her business 
affairs, consulted McGregor. 

For some reas n the Codys objected to McGregor’s 
connection with the matter, and ill-feeling resulted. 
The hostile messages which passed between the parties 
and the threatening attitude which they assumed 
toward each other became a matter of public gossip. 

It was strangely mysterious, and one of the strangest 
features connected with it was that Cody had repeated- 
ly confessed that he had voluntarily offered his life to 
McGregor, if that would end the difficulty. 

McGregor claimed that Cody had thrown himself 
upon his mercy for the sake of his wife and child, and

The declaration wien made created quite a sensa- 
tion, and the Grand Jury, which was in session, lost no 
time in finding an indictment against Cody for at- 
tempted murder of McGregor. The trial was set for 
the term of court which met on Monday last. 

When the case was called Mr. Cody did not answer. 
When the name of Mr. H. T. Lewia, Cody’s couns¢l, 
was called he, too, was absent, 

This strange absence of both defendant and attorney 
added mystery to an already mysterious affair, and 
neither party was heard from up to the adjournment 
of court. : 

Mr. Cody made his appearance this morning upon 
the streets, and was, of course, the centre of much in- 
terest. 

McGregor also appeared on the street, silent but de- 
termined looking. He fired instantly upon seeing 
Cody, with the resnlt stated. 

He immediately turned round and delivered himself 
to the Sheriff, who was within s ht.

In 1883 Patron, 
after defeating Manzanita, equaled the record of Hinda Rose in 
the third heat ot a race, the honors remaining divided until 
Sable Wilkes finished his mile in 2:18. In this interval, however, 
Patron had met and defeated Hinda Rose, and also reduced his 
record to 2 14%,

is concerned, and 1889 will be memorable for many brilliant con- 
tests; for the breaking of records that have stood for years, and 
for the grand and consistent performances of those turf idols, 
the mighty Kingston, the unconquered and apparently uncon- 
querable El Rio Rey, king of the two-year-olds; of the fleet and 
game three-year-olds, Salvator and Tenny, and for the many 
victories of those great race mares, Firenzi, Los Angeles and 
Reclare. Gregory’s long list of victories, Raceland's perform- 
ances and tho record-lowering triumphs of the sprinters, Britan- 
nic and Geraldine, have encouraged the breeders of blooded 
horses and dispelled acomimon belief that the thoroughbred 
was declining.

One of them I do not quite under- 
stand. It says no wrestling, butting, hugging, roughing at the 
ropes, or hitting with the open hand allowed.

Apropos of this section and all others, I may per- 
haps save trouble in the coming encounter by pointing out that, 
though the list tells what men are to do and what they must not 
do, no penalty for disregarding instructions is stated—whether 
infraction of the law involves disqualification right out for the 
first offense, or after a caution or cautions, or necessarily carries 
disqualification at all. Roughing at the ropes seems a rather 
awkward thing to define so as to make a@ man clearly in the 
wrong or right. I mean to say, none of us like to see a boxer 
who is helpless on the ropes being bashed, but unless the 
stronger follow his opponent up when he forces him from the 
middle of the ring, how easily can the other play for time. So 
long as a man is not down according to accepted ideas of fight- 
ing or boxing, he must be open to attack, and is certainly not 
down while standing or leaning against the cords.
